The Memphis Commercial Appeal, 


reviewing a magazine article (Amer- 
ican Review) by Ralph Borsodi, quotes 
him as saying: 


That tlie system of land tenure in 


:\ prospeiovis dcmocratic'statc must 
bo one that "furnishes the oppor- 
tunity to every family to acquire 
land and to establish a homestead." 
The present plan, he submit;;, "of- 
fers such mi opportunity in appear- 
ance, but denies it in practice." 
The rca-soii for the failure to func- 
tion, the author finds, lies in the 
fact that tlie system has made 
American a nation ot land specu- 
lators. 
Mr. Borsodi then reviews sonic well- 


known figures nbout tho inflation and 
cullapsc of farm prices during and 
after tho World war. The farmlands 
of America in 1911 wore appraised at 
48 billion dollars. During the war 
prices shot up. both in the Middle 
West and here in the South, and by 
1919 the farmlands had a total market 
value of 79 billions. But from 1919 on 
prices went down, 31 billion dollars' 
worth—a loss borne for the most part 
by the farm-upcrMorwho turned-spec- 
ulator rt the wrong moment. 


Obviously tho aburo of credit had a 


hand in this disaster, just as the abuse 
of credit has wrecked speculators in 
stocks in the cities. 


Mr. Borsodi has no final answer for 


the problem.

He described the great imoads in the

children and all tho oncoming genera- 
tions," he declared.

Eyes of Most American Babies Now Guarded 


From Infection at Birth

I» most parts o£ the United States it 


is the duty of a doctor to drop into the 
baby's eyes, immediately at birth, a 
solution of silver nitrate. 


The procedure is known 
as the

thoroughly 


washed (usually with boric acid solu- 
tion),. then one drop of a 2 per cent 
solution of nitrate of. silver is dropped

V,/Before this procedure was develop- 
'-"• ed as a routine. 30 per cent of all cases 
-•rofcblindness in the United States were.

h»s diminished to- only 8 per cent. 


Tf this condition, is not prevented, .the 


infection promptly becomes exceeding- 
ly severe and demands-the best of 
scientific niedical care for its control— 
the kind of, care that caiv be given only 
hy someone who understands thor- 
. oaghly the diseases of the eye. 


In very severe case, sight may be 


, lost through .destruction of eye tissues

^eyeA'of children is-trachoma. Tjiis is a 


"''^'disease spread Gy*direct "conta'ct with 
C'infected persons or by indirect con- 


tact with articles freshly soiled by dis- 


charges of infected patients. 


People seldom die of trachoma, but 


a vast amount of blindness is caused 
by it. In the United States the condi- 
tion is particularly common among 
Indians and among poorer classes in 
foreign population areas. 


A person with trachoma must be ex- 


cluded from classes in school and from 
contact with other workers in indus- 
try. 
The disease is best controlled by 


routine examination of people herded 
together in great numbers under poor 
conditions. 


• Immigrants, school children, inmates 
of orphan homes and homes for the 
indigent, and employes of lumber and 
construction camps should be examin- 
ed regularly to prevent the spread of! 
trachoma. Delay in treatment is ex- 
ceedingly serious because of danger to 
sight. 


The cause of trachoma is not known, 


with certainty. From time to time 
various germs have been blamed, but 
thus far it is not known.definitely that 
any one of them- is really responsible. 


In treating this condition, various 


methods'arc used to destroy the infec- 
tion which causes constant granulation 
of the eyelids. 


It is necessajryvto keep the lids clean 


by use of frequent washes of salt, boric 
acid, or other antiseptic solutions which 
the doctor will prescribe.

LITTLE ROCK.—</P>—Arkansas will 


join with other State similarly situat- 
ed in seeking an extension of the time 
for state enactment of unemployment 
Insurance legislation required under 
the social security program, Governor 
Futrell said Tuesday.

31 this year. Arkansas is among 33 
states which have not adopted a par- 
ticipating statute. 


Extension Asked 


ST. LOUIS, Mo.—(fP)—Seven

have until December 31 to comply with 
unemployment insurance features of 
the Social Security Act, began con- 
certed efforts Monday to obtain a re- 
troactive extension of the deadline 
from the next session of congress.

txires" and said such a session in Flor- 
ida would cost $200,000 and would have 
the effect of unbalancing the state's 
budget. 


Vincent M. Miles of Fort Smith, Ark., 


a . member of the Social Security 
Board, .who had addressed the gover- 
nors prior to the discussion, told them 
he did not know if such an extension 
would be possible without jeopardizing 
constitutionality of the act. He denied 
there had been any intent by congress 
"to coerce a state to do anything." 


Miles said that approximately $5,000,- 


000,000 would have been available for 
unemployment benefits in the years 
preceding 1930 if a pay roll tax had 
been in effect. The figure, he said, 
was based on statistics of actuaries and 
assumed that a one per cent tax was 
levied in 1922, two per cent in 1923 and 
three per cent thereafter. 


"Moreover at the beginning of 1930 


two billion dollars, according to the 
best cstimtaes, would have remained 
in the fund to meet the drain of the 
depression," he said. "This would have 
gone a long ways toward offsetting the 
relief costs of the unemployed."
